The Protestant dissenters of Eungland would not
hesr of it.  The best portion of the members
of our own Chuvch in this country cried ghame
upou it; and the Roman Catholles of Ireland
declured they would have none of it. The
scheme was too clever by half, No wonder that
accomplished dissembler, Mr. UDisraeli, was
ashamed of lns oflspring and tried Lo repu-
dinte it”

FRANCE.
United SBtates Naval Affairs,

Advices from Havre July 30, say: —

Tuoe corvelle Ticonderoga, Captain Robert I,
Wymun, came in‘o port on Tuesday last from
Cowes, buving left on Monday in company with
the Frapkliu, Commodore Pennock, bearing
Admiral Farragut's fag, und the corvette Canan-
daigua, Captain Btrong, The gunbout Swatura,
Commander Jellers, hag aléo beéen here for a
while, The little gquadron that Admiral Far-
racut collected in Koelish waters s again
divided, and cach vesselis now on an lude-
pendent cruise to make the tingl visits to the
various European poris on the Atlantic const,

The Franklin  sailed direct for Gibraltar,
where she will touch for a day or two, and then
straightway suil for Smyrna, where the gunboat
Frohe, Commander Hurmony, is ordered to meet
her., The Admiral will then transfer his flag (o
the Frolic and proceed to the Bosphorns, to
visit Constantinople and pay his respecis to the
Bultan.

Mrs. Farragnt and Mrs, Pennock came over in
1he Ticonderoga ug passengers from Cowes, and
ercorted by Burgeou Buonon, of the Franklin
Fleer: Becretury Welles and Lieutonant Hoyal
Fartagut of the army, procecded to Paris and
thence to Vienna, where they will tuke a stenm-
bont to the Black Sea and to Constantinople,
where they will join the Admirgl and partici-
pate in the amusements and plessures of the
Turkish capital,

The Adwiral was a good deal troubled to find

a country to visit that he had not already eeen,
Io this guandary he met 8ir Lytton Bulwer, the
Kuplish Ambassador to the Sultan, at & dinner
given to Mr. Longiellow, 1n Loudon, and the
diplomat was so enthugiastic o his description
of the beauties of the Golden Horn that be
finally prevailed vpon the Admiral fo visit Con-
stantivople. Bo the Turkish trip was decided
upon, tnd the Franklin is wlready en route for
her destiuntion,

the Admiral will come ont of the Mediterravesn,
and the equadron will repdezyous at Lishon, and

Neither of these oauses hns been fotive m this
empire doring the Iast clghteen months, Thnt
period commenced with the concesgion to the
Hungarian nation of a politieal position equal
to that which her people enjoyed in the best
periods of their constitutional history. The
result bas been that Huvgary has alroady
attracted back o her fertile pinins many of hor
rons who shook the dust of their native land
from off the soles of their feet after the misfor-
tunes of 1849 and during the supremacy of a
milliary administration, In West Austrin this
rl-rlml hne becen equnlly signalized by the en-
nrgement of the rights granted by it to the
people to whom it awpplies, by the progress of
legislative reforms in every department of publio
life, and 1nst, vot least, by the institution of &
responsible ministry.

ITALY.
For Relatioms with Prussia—~"The Secret
Despatch.

Advices from Florence July 3d say:—Much
excitement has been caused throughout the
penivguln by the publication of the Prusslan
stiafl report of the “'Six Weeks' War” of 1866, \n
which the purt supposed to be taken by Italy m
assisting her German ally bas béen completely
igrored, as well as direct fusinaations as to the
ntter fneswpncity of the Itulian generals, with
gnerrs at the “vaporing enthusinsm’” of the
Nalino troops, notwithstanding that their every
effort during the eampaign ended in “defeat and
disgster,” The irritation bns wot been allayed
by the “ccene” which bhas just tnken place in
the Chamber of Deputies caused by General Lin
Murmora reading, tor all whom 1t may concern,
the “eecret despaich” from Berlin to Florence
at the opening of the campaign, in connection
with which he attempted to show that Bismari
wanted to foroe on Itnly w certain Jine of netion
that would only gerve the Interests of Prussin
plone and at the same time strip Ttaly of nuy
share of glory in the great strugele with her
Austrian eperuy. La Marmora’s personal pres-
tize hus been matenally dimimshed since 1866,
and itis thought In his efforts to recover it that
he will get up an anti-Prussian feeling in the
country reckless of all congequences, The real
facts in conpection with the maller are juters
esting, Three weeks before the breaking out of
the war for the liberation of Venice, Count
d'Usedom, the Prossinn Mintster at the Court of
Flotence, had repented conversations with Gene-
il La  Marmoras, The Prosslan Minlster
sought to impress on the Geperal how desirable
1t waos that the Ttaliens should not throw them-
stlves Inconsiderately upon the Quadrilateral,
but should act i perfect agreement with their
Prussian allies, in oraer to secore the great alm
ol thelr lengue, the brewkinz up of the Austrian
mopfrchy, Count d'Usedom was not alone in
thouee conversations with General La Marmora;
his views were repeated sod enforced by su
elderly officer, General Bernhnard, the military
Tepregentative attachied to the Prussion Em-
bassy al Florence,

The secret despateh read by La Marmora to
the Chamber of Deputies the other duy, was
made by him to represent an attempt by Prussia
on the very eve of the six weeks' eampaign to
uictate to Tialy cerlain strategical plaus about
which neither the statermen nor the generals of
Italy had been previously consulted, It was,
your readers will perceive, nbout as much the
reverse of all this as any paper could possibly
be, for 1t was only o summary of numerouns dja-
cussions that hud already taken place, and, o
to speak, embodied a warning aond a protest in
which the other Italian generals opposed to
General La Marmora's views heartily sympa-
thized, La Marmora followed his own devices;
disregarding both the counsels of his Prossing
allies sind of Lis own military colleagues, he
deliberately knocked bLig head agalnst the iron
front of the Quadrilateral at its hardest spot, and
the result was Custozza, Epeedily 1ollowed by
that other dizaster at Liseqa,

The Disturbamces ia Bulgaria,

The Paris Moniteur, of July 30, in its weekly
bulletin, publishes the following in reference to
the Inte events in Bulgaria:—8ome armed bands
huve recently crossed the Danube at sceveral
pomnts between Dgbrudscha and Widdin, The
movements, which appear to have been orpa-
vized by the care ot the Pansravist committees,
were inteuded to furthes agitation and insurrec-
tiopury ideas in Bulgarin, Beversl engagements
huve occurred In the neighborhood of Ratschulk,
and the Turkish Government has not deluyed
takivg radicul measures te arrest the evil,
Mithrad Pacha has 1eceived orders from the
Bultan to repair to the shores of the Dapnube
with sevural battalious to restore trunquility,
aud the Porte appears thoroughly resolved
energetically to maintain  good order, ane
not to permit the advantages assured by its
penerous reforma to be jeopardized, The Gov-
ernment of Prince Charles should meke it
polut ot honor Lo repress k)l connivance at these
apparent tricks, Tuuaoks to the friendly soliel
tuge of the powers, Roumanis has been able to
realize all her national desires and all her tra
dittonnl hopes, and there isno country which
owes so much to Buropean diplomaey, The-e
fuyors have been granted to her with the idea
that she would become an element of peace and
of the balunce of power in the East, 8be s
esgenlinlly interested 1 avoiding such shocks
as might place in question the results aequired,
and of which she wonld be the first to feel the
reaction. The powers, therafore, follow with
vigilant attentlon the events twkine place on the
bonks ol the Danube, dud their thorough weree-

i General Sanchez Ochioa had been sentenced to

I ¢an assure you, fellow-eitizens, that 1 shall
at all times be ready to go forward and assist
thie Sherit), or awy other otficer in carrying out
the Inws of the Swate, nud in order to nssise him
thoroughly, 1 will get as muny of my old sol-
diers as possible to go with me, Bt if they
rend the back man to hunt those Confedernte
soldiers whom they call Ku-Klux, theu [ say to
jou, *zo out and shoot the radicals,” If
they do  want to  inaongorale civil war,
the sooner it comes the better, that we
may know what to do.

AUSTRALIA.

Whe Grant to Governor Darliag,

The New York Tribune's correspondent, writ-
g from Melbourne, Australin, June 27, says: —

Our political sitoation remains unchanged,
the vexed question of the paymeunt ot £20,000 to
Sir Charles Darling, our late Governor, still
continuing to occupy the attent'on of the coun-
try and the houses of legislation to the exclusion
of aught else, The Ministry of the day isin a
miuority, but, though defeated mgutly, they
continue to occupy their posts and show o de-
termined front of defense against the virulent
and rutbhless. attacks of the Opoosition. The
suprlies for the year 1867 are not yet granted ,and
public servants are notin receipt of their salarics
in the regular way., Our charitable justitutions
and hogpitals are also lavgulehing for lack of
money, and the public works of Lhe country ars
at a standstill, all because the Government
refuse 10 sanction the payment of the grant to
Governor Durling in the Erectu form in which
tue majority of the Agsembly demand it. Every
oue is wgreed that the money should be patd and
the public eredit upheld; but s diference of
opinion exists, as to whether the grant should
be lpeluded in an appropriation bill orin a
separate measure, The present Governor will
vot send down the message to the Houss,
as he is debarred from doing so by his
Instructions  trom Downing strest,  and
he bows with implicit evedience to the
commands of the Iwperial autherities, Op the
other hand the ngouitlon members strongly
object to be ruled by the home Execative, and
assert that they huve the rieght to vote thelr own
money any way they please, aye, even Lo the
Devil 1f they like, The debates on the all-impor-
tant queetion have been long, interesting and
able, and up to this time conducted with great
forbeurance on both sides, but the public are
beginning to lose patience. They want 1o see
the Treasury chest opened, and the free disyri-
bution of Government money commenced, It is
difficult to say what the end will be,
